Fall Details of the Orleans Battie. 
[World’s Special.] 

Lospos, Nov. 13.—A special dispatch to 
the World, from Tours, has the following full 
details of the viclory of Gen. D’Aurelies 
over Von Der Tann not yet received: 

The engagement commenced both at the 
east and west of Orleans, on the 9th inst., and 
was continued until the evening of Thursday, 
During Thursday the French drove the Prus 
ars from Orleans, inflicting severe loss on 

them, and are now in occupation of the city. 
Gen.. Von Der Tann, with the remains of his 
army, is row retreating on the road leading 
from Orleans to Pithiviers after vainly attempt- 
ing to force his way through Chateau Neuf 
acd Montarges, where he hoped to join the 
army of Prince Frederick Charies. 

General D' Aurelles has a force of 50,000 
men on the north bank ot the Loire and 70,- 
do on the south bank. The destruction of 
the roads and bmdges between Commercy 
a Ortes prevented an advance of the ar- 
my under Prince Frederick Charles. He has 
about 75,000 men, a great part of whom are 
pro bably north of the Marne. 

A Brilliant Flas. 

After having disposed of the remnant of 
Von Der Tann’s army, D'Aurelles will march 
direct on Paris and assail the German lines 
between Versailles and St. Germain, while 
Trochu makes a sortie with 150,000 men to 
cut his way ont and raise the siege. Commu- 
nication between D’Aurelles and Trochu and 
the Government et Tours is constantly main- 
tained by carrier pigeons. 

The First Day’s Fighting. 

The following dispatch of the World's cor- 
respondent at Tours, which was delayed in 
transmission, gives the particulars of the be- 
ginning of the engagement which resulted in 
a victory for the army of the Loire. A great 
battle la, being fought to-day between Mer and 
Beaugency. The affair began yesterday with 
an engagement between the advanced guards 
on the borders ot the forest of Marchenoir. 
The French were attacked at one o’clock in

The French occupied a line from Poissey to

Chasseurs-a- pied debouched from St. Laurent 
and drove back the Prussians between Valbine 
und Villecic'air, The French cavalry thea 
vigorously attempted to turn the flank of the 
Prussians, who, however, managed to effect 
their retreat at half-past three o’clock, In the 
direction of Chateau Neuf, leaving their dead 
and wounded on the battle-field, among whom 
were twenty officers. Many prisoners were 
also made. All this happened prior to the 
more decisive engagement which took place 
the following day. 
a Khe Tide ot English Sympathy. 

Loxpox, Nov. 12.—The whole tide of popu- 

lar feeling now in England is running strongly 
in favor of the French, The Times, feeling 
its influence, has changed its tone and urges 
Germany to make peace and withdraw from 
France while she may do so with safety. This 
fecling is partly due to the horror ex- 
cited by the barbarous and wholly unjustia- 
able conduct of the Prussisns in attempting 
to suppress popular resistance in France, and 
partly to arapidly growing conviction that 
England will be the next victim of German 
ambition.

FROM FRANCE. 


The Army of the Leire. 

Tours, Noy. 12.—Nothing official has yet 
been received from the army ot the Loire 
since the official report ef Gen. D’Arelies. 
It is asserted that Gambetta went to Orleans 
for the express purpose of hastening the at- 
tack alopg the enemy’s lines. More prison- 
ers, captured in the battle at Orleans, arrived 
this afternoon. They were immediately dis- 
patched to the south of France. 

The First Day’s Battle. 

The Moniteur of to-day publishes more ex- 
tended details of the recent battle. On the 
first day the battle became general soon afier 
the attack was made. Gen. Palhers, who had 
command of one wing of the French army, 
made a decided success from the start. The 
Prussians were in strong positiou. Gen. Pal- 
liers {ook che veteran troops and carried the 
Prussian position, driving them before him 
and capturing many prisoners. 

So marked was his victory that Gen. De Pal- 
ladines warmly praises his conduct. The 
Gardes Mobile, from the Department of 
Loe, who were under a heavy artillery fire 
of the enemy, wavered a little, but Gen, 
Basielle, who was in command, placed him- 
self at their head and broke through the ene- 
my’s line. The Mobiles from the Department 
of Sareth beba ved admirably and charged the 
enemy wilh bravery. The chasseurs of the 
live also distinguished themselves. 

The Bavarians. 

The Moniteur bas an editorial expressing 
surpilse that the Bavari who have nothing 
to gain in this war, b. everything to lose 
from the grasping ambition of Prussia, should 
make so readily the sacrifices they have, and 
become 60 firm an ally H that power. They 
were led into war with Prussia,thinkiog their 
country would be invaded, but they must 
know now that the Republic has no such de- 
signs. 

Prussian Exactions at Orleans. 

Late advices from Orleans dwell upon the 
enoimous exactions of Prussia, who obtained 
many supplies, evidently not for her troops, 
It is also stated that many acts of extreme 
crnelty were committed by the Prussians in 
shelling villages to terrify those suspected of 
harboring Franc-tireurs.

We 
are to accept and pay the losses ot our ship- 
owners and shippers by the Alabama, and 
take as an offset “the Dominion of Cana- 
da.” No, not “the Dominion;” for General 
BUTLER expressly forecloses his very pre- 
tentious case by flinging into the face of 
England that her “new Dominion” is not 
recognizable; that she must cede to us her

scieLce approved the couree he took at Rome, 
thece was no explanation nor defense he need- 
ed. He was much moved at the hearty and 
warm nature of the reception whicb bad been

A band of music played in the organ 
gallery and all the altars were brilliantly illu- 

Rev. Father Coskery presented an 
address on behalf of the clergy, 2 
the gladnese which was universaily felt at the 
Archbishop's safe return, end winding up by 
expressing a hope tbat the enemies of the 
Pope and the Papacy would ffinally be crush- 
ed. The Archbishop replied as follows: 

Dearly beloved children, in response to the 
address by the reverend adtninistrator I shall 
say butafew words, I thank you for the very 
kind way in which this recognition of the 
manner in which I did my duty 22 has 
been given. It reeds no further explanation, 
much less defense. I will say but one thing 
that when in my place in the Great Council 1 
tell like a drop ina large versel of water. 1 
was but 83 . a thousand of venerable 
brethren. you from my heart 
for your kindly and magnificent rece 8 1 
loved you w I was absent. You were 
present to my mind m all the period of my 
sojvurn abroad; but now my affection for you 
is intensified, and I love you even better than 
before. But while we are here re olemg. 
wijie your bearts are untouched by iction, 
there is ove whom we ali love, whom the 
whole world loves, whom only the devil hates 
—the Holy Father, Pope Pius the Ninth. He 
is a prisoner in the hands of his enemies. The 
Italian infidels, forewearing all their ong 
ments, ™ e 60,000 men against the 
fenseless old man and deprived him of his 
pa hese were the’ infidels who 
broke up our Grand Council, and every Cath- 
olic heart must feel the outrage of these un- 
W proceedings.

The Bombardment of Paris. 

The whole civilized world, social, artistic, 
literary—the lovers of everything that is 
beautifal—will hail with joy the official an- 
nouncement of the Prussian Government that 
Paris will not be subjected to a destructive 
bombardment. It would have been an 
act of vandalism that no exigen- 
cies would have warrented, the infamy 
of which no rules of war could justify. 
Ihe Prussisn Government has gained by 
this forbearance what would have been lost by 
its want, the good will of the nations at large. 
Paris, through tts peculiar possessions, is, in 
a certain degree, the city of the world, and 
the world is interested in ite welfare. The 
world will rejoice in its deliverance, 


The French Victory. 

The battles on the Loire were more se- 
rious than at firet reported. The second 
day’s fighting will rank among the most 
bloody and ternble of the war, The raw troops 
of the French army bebaved admirably, it 
is said, and though wavering once or twice 
under a perfect hurricane of shot and sheil, 
charged and carried position after position 
until they put the Prassian army to a precip- 
itate retreat. They followed up their victory 
80 closely that the enemy was unable to make 
a stand even when he met the reinforcé- 
ments which were sent hastily from Paris. 
The Prussians were outnumbered, it is 
true, but nevertheless their defeat 
will give prestige to the new French armies 
sud irspire the people to a still more deter- 
mined and obstinate resistance. The fact 
that the Prussians have suffered in their first 
general epgegement with the new French 
troops is auspielous. 


The New Freach Army, 

The army of the Loire, which has achieved 
the first French victory of the war, is a good 
example of whatseems necessary to the sal- 
vation of France. Unlike the other armies, 
its organization and equipment was conducted 
with the greatest secresy. There was no 
blatant Boasting about it. Its whereabouts, 
its numbers, and everything regarding it 
was kept a profound mystery, and 
just as the friends, as well as the 
ecemies of France, were beginning 
to consider t a myth, it emerged from the 
darkness, and with one bold dash regained 
Orleans and put to routa Prussianarmy. It 
now eppears that over one hundred thousand 
men had been assembled on the banks of the 
Loire, and in a few weeks put in such condi- 
tion as to seriously interfere with the Prus- 
san operations, check the southern invasion, 
suddenly change the direction of Prince 
Charles’ march from Metz to Lyons, and, if 
concert of action with Trochu can be secured, 
may be chiefly instrumental in raising the 
siege of Paris.
